Thank you for your communication dated March 17, 2006, to the Commissioner for Patents at 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). Your communication has been 
forwarded to me for response. 

Your letter is concerned with a patent application that you filed, serial number 10/773,872, and a 
patent application that was filed by a Mr. Romes. You state in your letter that Mr. Romes copied 
your invention.
